ALT LAKE (Utah) July 22.—- [Ex- 
S Dispatch.) The local attor- 

neys for the San Pedro, Los An- 
geles and Salt Lake road. and of the 
Oregon Short Line received word this 
afternoon from Carson, Nev., to the ef- 
fect that Judge Hawley has delivered a 
decision on one phase of the grade case. 
On the remaining points, the Judge re- 
serves his judgment until the final trial 
of the case, which is expected to take 
place in September or October at the 
latest. Summing up the case this even- 
ing Attorney Whittemore of the San 
Pedro Company said: 

“There may be a small victory in the 
decision for the Short Line, but there 
is a big one in it for us. The tempor- 

ary injunction originally issued against 

the San Pedro and Utah and Califor- 
nia and a large number of personal de- 
fendants, covering the old grade from 
Uvada to Clover Junction, a distance 
of forty .miles, and upon which the 
Short Line has finished about thirty 
miles of road, has been continued until 
the final hearing in September. That 
gives the Short Line a slight advan- 
tage, „

restraining us from taking pos 
session of or occupying the grade from 
Clover Junction to Pioche, a distance of 
thirty miles, and from constructing a 
grade down through the Meadow Val- 
ley wash to the Nevada-California line 
along the old survey of the Oregon 
Short Line and Utah and Northern, is 
denied. And here is where the great 
victory to us come in. It gives us 
practical possession of this narrow- 
pass country, and the branch to Pioche, 
which are the real links in the big chain 
to the Coast.

The Short 
Line has a large force of men there, 
but it will now have to take them out. 

“Altogether, it is a magnificent tri- 
umph for the San Pedro Company, ant 
shows that the court must have taken 
cognizance of the protest filed. by us at 
Washington against the nine maps of

Short Line people made in its race to

Attorney Williams of the Short Line 
takes a somewhat different view of the 
case. In an interview he said: “The 
Short Line wins in the dispute from 
Uvada to Cloverdale Junction. Judg- 
ment in the rest of the case is with- 
held until the trial of the whole case 
at the fall term of court.” 

It was stated on authority tonight 
that his company would not withdraw 
the men it now had at work in the nar- 
row defiles of the Meadow Valley 
Gulch, but that work would go on just 
the same as heretofore. In this event 
it is said the San Pedro road people 
will take immediate steps to secure 
either their ejection or withdrawal. 
The effect of the whole condition, there- 
fore, is very plex, and may result 
in another clash between the forces of 
the two roads, as the loss of this right 
of way to the Short Line means mil-

Amalgamated Association Be-

ITTSBURGH (Pa.) July 22.—The 
p ted did not happen today at 

Wellsville or McKeesport. At 
Wellsville the rumored importation of 
men failed to materialize, and at Me- 
Keesport the expected attempt to re- 
sume the Dewees-Wood tube plant was 
not made. 

At both points, which are considered 
to be the strike centers, the situation 
remains in statu quo, neither of the 
parties to the controversy having made 
any decided move. From the other im- 
portant point, Duncansville, conflicting 
reports are received, and the result of 
the quiet struggle going on between 
the American Steel Hoop Company and 
the Amalgamated Association is still 
uncertain, with the company’s chances 
probably better for winning in the end. 

Late this afternoon the Amalgamated 
| Association issued its first strike bulle- 
tin from the gen offices. The bulle- 
tin gives an outline of the conditions 
prevailing, and reproduces abstracts of 
President Shaffer's recent addresses at 
Wellsville and McKeesport. In the 
most prominent part of the bulletin ts 
printed the warning words: “Do not 
drink, especially if the trust tries to 
break the strike by importing non- 
union men. Don't believe any one who 
or

PITTSBURGH, July 22.—At McKees- 
port, everything was black this morn- 
ing. The Dewees-Wood Company did 
not make any attempt to go into op- 
eration, as was expected. It was re- 
ported that the company would bring 
in new men this morning. Hundreds 
of strikers were parading the street 
watching the railroads, and even 
watching the river bank, because it 
was said the men would be brought 
in by boat up the Monongahela River. 
The leaders eventually learned that 
the rumor was without foundation, 
but it had hardly been disposed of 
when another report said that a gang

Heat of this intensity tras been a 
regular thing for the past forty days, 
and the endurance of the State is rap- 
idly approaching the limit.

PEKING MINISTERS HAVE FINALLY 
AGREED. 


China Must Raise Many Taels: An- 
nually—State Department Officials 
Figure Out Basis of Payment. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—The State 
Department received a dispatch today 
from Commissioner Rockhill at Pek'ng 
announcing that a plan for tne pay- 
ment of the indemnity to the powers by 
the Chinese government finally had 
been adopted. The amortization of the 
bonds to be issued will begin in 1902, 
and the plan contemplates the entire 
liquidation of both principal 2nd inter- 


est by 1940. It is expected that China 
will raise 23,000, taels annually. This 
sum is to be to pay the interest 


on the bonds, and to form a sinhing 
fund for the ultimate liquidation of the 
principal. 

Rockhiil’s dispatch was very brief, | 
and did not go into any details. From 
the best knowledge of the general bosis 
upon which the ministers have been 
working, however, the State Depart- 
ment officials have a general idea of 
the conclusions which have been 
reached. The total amount of indem-. 
nity which China will have to Day will 
aggregate 450,000,000 taels, and bear 4 
per cent. annual interest. It is esti- 
mated that of the 23,000,000 taels which 
China is to pay the first year, 13,000,000: 
taels will be required for interest, and 
tuels will be applied to 


Each year the interest will grow less, 
and the amount set aside for the eink- 
ing fund will increase so that by 10, 
when the bonds are to be liquidated, 
the interest will be almost normal. The 
sources of revenue for the payment of 
the indemnity, as understood here, are 
to be derived from the gabelle, or salt 
tax, the maritime customs, and the 
likin tax, a portion to be taken from 
each. The principle of the payment of 
the indemnity having been determined 
upon, what remains now is to devolve a 
plan for its execution. This is not re- 
garded as a serious problem. 

The s guaranteeing the indem- 
nity are to be distributed among the 
various powers on the basis agreed 
upon heretofore. There will be no in- 
ternational guarantees, but it is said 
that the governments to whom the 
bonds are allotted will see to it that the 
purchasers will be safe in their in- 
vestments. State Department olficers 
apprehend that there will be no trounle 
on the part of the various governments 
in disposing of these securities.

HURTING MANY PEOPLE. 

SAN FRANCISCO BUSINESS MEN 


— 
GENERALLY HANDICAPPED. 
Will Lose Very Heavily if the 
Trouble Does not End Soon—Other 
Branches of Labor May Be Affected. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—[Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] Wholesale business is 
paralyzed today, and hundreds of tons 
of fruit are rotting at the wharves be- 
cause 1000 teamsters went on a strike 
this morning. These teamsters all work 
for large draying companies, which 
have refused to recognize the teamsters’ 
union, and they declare that by to- 
morrow more men will join their ranks. 
Wholesale merchants who do their own, 
draying are not hurt, but a majority 
of the merchants let out this work to 
draymen, and these are helpless to 
move their goods. ; 

The worst loss falls on the shippers 
of fruit, commission merchants and 
canners. Fine fruit and vegetables are 
piled in great heaps on the wharves, 
but cannot be marketed. Peddlers are 
taking a small part of it for what 
they will give, but the great portion 
will be lost. Of three large city can- 
neries, which employ several thousand 
operatives, only one is,running today. 
It has a spur track to its place, and 
can move the fruit, but the others are 


left without supplies. The loss on fruit | 


will run into thousands of dollars daily. 
Prices of fruit and vegetables fell off 
materially. The strike is not on a ques- 
tion of wages or hours. It is merely on 
the recognition of the union by the 
Draymen's Association. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—The 
wholesale and retail business houses 
are experiencing great difficulty today 
in having their goods hauled, owing 
to the strike of the teamsters, which 
was inaugurated this morning. It is 
estimated that 2500 teamsters have quit 
their work, and it is t ht that this 
number. will be greatly added to during 
the next few days, owing, it is said, to 
the fact that the employers are deter- 
mined not to yield a point to the strik- 
ing men. 
“If the strike continues, other 
branches of labor will be affected. The 
porters will go out, and longshoremen 
will refuse to handle s for non- 
union drivers, or for firms employi 
non-union men. It is generally belle 
that there will be a general tie-up of 
whajesale and retail business. 

Firms employing their own teamsters 

are not much inconvenienced as pri- 
vate companies are permitted by the 
union to do hauling as long as union 
rules are conformed with. But the bulk 
of the city’s heavy hauling has been 
done by the draying firms. The railroad 
companies have little freight offered 
for shipment. At the headquarters of 
the teamsters it was reported that 
about 1000 men were out, and that all 
of the big draying companies’ teams 
were idle. 
_ A great deal of fruit from the interior 
Was received on the water front, but 
there were no teams to haul it. The 
result was that the price of fruit and 
vegetables took a drop. Considerable 
fruit will spoil before it can be moved, 
and the orchardists will be the loser. 

Representative men of the different 
Canning companies say that the team- 
sters’ strike will undoubtedly seriously 
cripple their business, and if it is of 
long duration the material loss to them 
and the city will be almost incalculable. 
The bigger canning concerns in the city 
which will be mostly affected are the 
California Fruit Canning Association, 
the California Canneries Company, the 
‘Cole; Portwood Company, the Gibbs & 
Wilson Company, Goetjen & Metzon, 
the Pacific ruit Packing Company, 
and Corvell & Co. 

Most of these companies have can- 
ning plants in different counties of the 
Coast States, and their representatives 
say that should the strike continue they 
will endeavor to switch as much fruit 
as possible to these canneries. 

It is not only a question of handling 
the fruit, but one of obtaining sugar, 
cans and the other articles used in the 
canning process. Many of the canners 
are of the opinion that should the strike 
make it impossible to ship canning sup- 
piles to the country plants, the farmers 
will lose heavily, as they will not be

Nature has implanted in 
certain, breasts a love of wandering, a 
spirit of daring and a passion for as 
venture and exploration.

lustrate the natural instinct for e 
ploration which has led to the colo- 
nization of new lands. 

But back of these exploits there is 
to be found some cause for the rest- 
less s0 many adventurous 
spirits, and invariably we shall find 

t cause to be economic. At any 
given stage of civilization and the arts 
the existing resources of certain dis- 
tricts begin to show an inability to 
maintain an increasing number of. 
people at the accepted standard of liv- 
ing. In the hunting stage. game may 
show scarcity and the, nomad must 
move on to newer preserves; Indian 
tribes, with their habits of living, cover 
a very large territory, and subsistence 

can be got with difficulty when num- 
Save press upon the food area. When 
our earliest Teutonic ancestors first 
pushed from the unfruitful soil of the 
Baltic southward over the plains of 
Central Europe they were obeying the 
same general economic law. Increasing 
numbers caused a pressure upon the 
food supplies of districts hitherto held, 
so that leading and adventurous minds 
tried the solution of the problem by 
searching for new homes under new 
skies. Such has been the tendency 
operating to start emigration from 
that day to this. The elemental de- 
sire man to improve his material 
and social status keeps pace with the 
restieseness of his devising and inven- 
tive faculties, and with them have 
come a striking progress in well-being 
from century to century. 
CHARTERED AND CROWN COLO- 

NIES. 


— The principles influencing coloniza- 
tion were well explained before the 
middie of the nineteenth century by 
Mr. Wakefield’s studies on the rela- 
tions of the English colonies to the 
mother country. Dependence teaches 
colonies to lean upon the mother coun- 
try; independence from the beginning 
teaches to provide for self-defense.” 
When a governing authority was dis- 
tant, and therefore generally ignorant 
or neglectful of the best interests of 
the colony, governmental interferénce 
was usually injurious to the natural 
development of the colony. This politi- 
cal axiom has its economic justifica- 
tion. Local self-government is the best 
because it is not only the most efficient 
but the cheapest; it exacts less from 
the individual, allows no useless ex- 
penditure for purposes not pertaining | 
to home interests and is unwilling to 
glorify the magnificence of a distant 
monarch. By offering free local seif- 
government a colony invariably draws 
to itself superior, independent and 
masterful men, who naturally oppose | 
a policy of dependence on a remote 
and autocratic sovereign. It is to be 
remembered that, in the main, during 
the American colonial period, the char- 
tered colonies were able to meet the 
charges of government, while the 
Crown colonies were always a burden 
to the mother country. 

The American continent is certainly 
one of the best fields for investigating 
the success and failure of colonies. 
Why do swarms of immigrants come 
to the United States, rather than to. 
Mexico or Brasil? Or, why do they 
flow to particular parts of the United 
States and avoid the South? It will 
be found that climate does not solve

ng i 
NEW ENGLAND AND NEW FRANCE 

The causes which lie behind suc- 
cessful colonization have never been 
better described than by Parkman in 
his entrancing narratives of New 
France, wherein he makes his point 
all the stronger by contrasting the 
foundation of the French empire in 
Canada with the establishment of the 
English colonies in New England: 

“By name, local position and char- 
acter one of there communities of free- 
men stands forth as the most con- 
spicuoug representation of this antag- 
onism—tliberty and absolutism—New 
England and New France. New Eng- 
land was preéminetly the land of ma- 
terial — Here the prize was

And it still remains true that usually

It is among the Teutonic races, 
chiefly, with their primitive legal con- 
ceptions of self-help and town govern- 
ment, that we find the institutions best 
fitted for colonial purposes. The habit 
and the privilege of local self-govern- 
ment is a race growth, which requires 
the assistance of many centuries of 
slow reasoning before it enters the 
very fiber of each ‘i*dividual’s con- 
sciousness. It has carried with it rep- 
resentative government, with respon- 
sibility in the end to the sovereign 
people. Taxes raised in this way are 
spent by the taxed—and not by an ir- 
responsible dynasty. 
SELF-GOVERNMENT BY COLONIES 

We now come fairly face to face 
with the reasons why the Teutonic 


has proved so superior to the Latin 
stock in modern colonization. Look 
the world over, on all seas, on all the 
continents—everywhere you will find 
that prosperous colonies have been 
establishe by the Teutonic races, while 
t of the Latin races have almost 
universally proved to be failures, po- 
litically and economically. The pivotal 
truth is well summed up by Parkman's 
short condemnation of Spain in Amer- 
ica: Political despotism, religious 
— commercial despotism—the 
hands of the government were on 
every branch of industry.” It is un- 
necessary to recall the 
the Huguenots in Flori or the 
numerous colonies of Spain in America. 
n the contrary, the reason why the 
English language is being spoken by 
increasing millions all over the globe, 
the reason why the Anglo-Saxon su- 


periority is shown in new lands, is to 


found in the central fact that the

races, have persistently 
led for and preserved their 
recious love of self-government. With 
— the government is “the agent, 
not the master of the le.“ Fred- 
rich Kapp (American Journal of So- 
cial Science, 1870) saw the informing 
—— very clearly when studying 
the movement of immigration to the 
United States. 
The immigrant “will willingly under- 
go all the hardships and dangers in- 
tidental to settlement in a neu coun- 
try. provided he finds a free govern- 
ment and no improper interference 
with his self-adopted mode ot life. 
All modern colonies which were 
inaugurated by governments have 
failed; self-government in the broad- 
est sense is the power which sustains 
colonies and instills into them life and 
independence. Mig ‘at the 
Spanish republics from Mexico down 
to Peru, and at the French colonies, 
the youngest of which, Algiers, has 
ever since its first days been weak and 
is almost dying from the effects of 
government care; and at the efforts 
of the Belgian government to regulate 
the work of their colonists in Central 
Africa by military discipline—and 
compare them with the flourishing, 
thriving and prosperous condition at 
the English colonies in America and 
Australia.” 


LESSON OF THE AMERICAN REV- 
OLUTION. 

The case of Tonkin and the Italians 
in Abyssinia might also have been 
mentioned—to say nothing of others. 
On the western continent are the off- 
spring of nearly every form of gov- 
ernment in the Old World, with al- 
most equal advantages of soil, climate 
and resources, and yet producing such 
strikingly different results as can be 
seen in Argentina, Peru, Brazil, Co-

The lesson of the American revolu- 
tion, by which the United States was 
lost to the British Crown, lies in un- 
derstanding the above-described prin- 
ciples of colonization. The right of 
representation, if taxed, was simply 
a claim to the right of free self-gov- 
ernment. This was the system which 
the mother country had been working 
‘out for centuries and had instilled into 
her children. The blindness of George 
III received.its most natural punish- 
ment; the inability to see things as 
they really are is as tnevitably fol- 
lowed by disaster as the attempt to 
walk through pitfalls to black dark- 
ness is followed by destruction. A 
parent has no right to object if the 
child shows the family features: An- 
glo-Saxon institutions were as deeply 
imbedded in Americans as in the Eng- 
lish, and the colonists were not to be 
denied their blood inheritance. 
UNDERLYING ECONOMIC CAUSES. 


The political principles which we 
have found in our brief study of col- 
onization have some further interest- 


ing relationships. As the present

From head to foot 
the government kept its attitude of 
paternity.” 

In New France the king’s officer for- 
bade the people to quarrel in church; 
he himself assigned the pews in order 
of precednce; the inhabitants of Mon- 
treal were required to kill the excess 
of their horses above “two horses or 
mares and one foal.” because, being 
therein ignorant of their true interest,“ 
they raised too many horses and not 
enough cattle and sheep! The council 
acually decreed “that, besides white 
bread end light-brown bread, all bakers 
shall hereafter make dark- brown 
bread whenever the same shall be re- 
quired.” 

New England, on the other hand, 
had been founded on individual free- 
dom: her people had -afned a marvel- 
ous vigor of development by the exer- 
cise of the qualities of self-help and 
independence, stimulated by the full 
employment of local self-government. 
Poss of no artstocratic institu- 
tions and none of the characteristics 
of the Latin races, their political and 
economic growth has been the world's 
wonder. 


LATIN AND TEUTONIC nn 
TION. 

What Parkman has said * tne 
Frenchman in his capacity of colonist 
has been generally true of all the 
Latin races and touches the secret of 
their evident failures in colonziation. 
“The gentilhomme had no vocation for 
emigrating. He liked the army and 
he liked the court. If he could not 
be of it, it was something to live in 
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its shadow. The life of a backwoods 


ference, this struggle for free institu- 
tions and local self-government, as 
affecting material rrosperity, have 
their roots in economic causes. They 
are potent political forces simply be- 
cause they guarantee to each individ- 
ual producer the right, in all senses, 
to enjoy and dispose of the results of, 
his own labor, so that we are brought, 

in short, to the formula for the justifi- 
cation of private property. Institu- 
tions which, while protecting, take as 
little as possible to the producer will 
bring about the greatest materia! suc- 

cess. The people of New France, for 
example, if left to govern themselves 
according to their own interests, would 
never have punished themselves for 
being rich by killing their own horses 
or baked dark-brown bread unless 
they so wished. Without doubt those 
countries which most carefully pre- 
serve the rights of private property 
will attract the greatest number of 
those colonists who set a high’ value 
upon local self-government and kin- 
dred institutions. No matter 
what it is which cuts off the citizen 
from his equal share in the government 
of the community—whether it be a 
ring government, intimidation. manip- 
ulation of the caucuses, tissue ballots, 

corrupt elections or a generally medie.

FOUR GOLD BRICKS. 


Fortune in Spring-street Jeweler’s 


Window—Operations in Northern and 

Southern Fields. 

Four small bricks in the window of 
a Spring-street jewelry store yesterday 
attracted much attention, and many 
were the covetous glances cast in their 
direction. They represented a small 
fortune that was almost within reach 
of every one. 

The bricks were of pure, or almost 
pure, gold, and though the largest was 
less than eight inches in length, its 
value was in the thousands.

NCIDENTS OF THE STRIKE. 

A court in Chicago recently con- 
demned to imprisonment for contempt 
of court three members of the Metal 
Workers’ Union who had indulged in 
that species of intimidation known as 
“picketing;” that is to say, the placing 
of men around establishments where 
strikes have occurred, for the purpose 
of preventing, if possible, the engage- 
ment of non-union men to take the 
place of the strikers. A dispatch from 
Chicago announces that one of the 
men, who was sentenced to a term in 
jail, has been elected as an officer of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
President Bowman of the federation 
is quoted in the dispatch as saying, in 
relation to this action: : 

“This action on the part of the fed- 
eration is intended as a reply to the 
decisions that have been handed down 


by certain judges. We want to show 
them that, they cannot intimidate us, 


and that we intend to picket buildings 


and shops despite their decisions.” 
This contempt of the law of the 
land is one of the ugliest and most 
dangerous signs of the present strug- 
gle between capital and labor. It is a 
menace to the continued éxistence of 
our free form of government, whether 
exhibited on part of the workingmen 
or on part of the employers. The mo- 
ment we cease to recognize the su- 
preme authority of the courts of law, 
whether in the shape gf lynching ne- 
groes in the South, or of a tax upon 
white workingmen in the North, or on 
the part of wealthy railroad corpora- 
tions which seize property or rights of 
way to which they are not entitled, we 


Lat once lay the ax to the root of the 


tree that our forefathers during the 
past century have watered with their 
tears and fertilized with their blood. 
It is pleasant to turn from this un- 
happy feature of the labor struggle to 
another and more satisfactory inci- 
dent. As is usual in disputes of this 
kind, the professional ‘labor agitators 
are always ready to assert that every- 
thing is going their way, that their 
followers are practically unanimous, 


as well as enthusiastic, that the sym- 


pathy of the public is with them, and 
so forth. In short, they make a prac- 
tice of claiming everything in sight, so 
as to inspire a variety of “Dutch cour- 
age” into the hearts of their deluded 
followers, many of whom are inclined 


se Chinese forces on the wall. Twice “ to squeal and back out as soon as tho 


shoe begins to pinch or to wear out. 
The fallacy of these loud claims has 
been frequently shown, but there is a 
certain section of the public that is al- 
ways willing to believe this sort of 
talk, whenever there is a dispute of 
any kind between capital and labor. 
The truth is, as we have previously 
observed, that a large proportion of 
the workingmen within the ranks of 
the labor unions, while they may ap- 
prove of the union idea in a general 
way, as tending to strengthen and 
promote the cause of labor, do not by 
any means sympathize with the need- 
less, unreasonable and wicked dis- 
turbances that are continually being 
worked up between employers and em- 
ployed by these professional paid dis- 
turbers of the commercial peace— 
these Hessians of the labor army. Un- 
fortunately, a great majority of these 
fair-minded workingmen, afflicted with 
a sense of false shame, permit their 
better judgment to be overridden by 4 
handful of noisy shouters who make a 
business of working up affairs of this 
kind, while those whom they delude 
are earning an honest living for them- 


gelves and their families.

During the years we have 
worked for said company we have re- 
ceived only the fairest treatment at 
their hands; our wages have been en- 
tirely satisfactory, and we ask that we 
be permitted to work non-union, as 
we have been doing since 1893. 

“We feel that no labor union can 
make our condition any better or more 
honorable than it is at present, since 
we are subject to no one man’s dicta- 
tion.” 

Such expressions ag these come as a 
refreshing change during the cam- 
paign of vituperation and misrepre- 
sentation in which the professional 
labor agitators are now engaged. 
Were it not for an occasional outgiv- 


would inevitably be led to the con- 
clusion that it is useless for them to 
attempt to treat those who work for 
them with any greater degree of hu- 
manity and consideration than is de- 
manded of them by law and custom. 
It is pleasing to note, in these trying 
ti „that there are at least a few-

In “A Royal Box.“ by 
Charles Coghlan, the Neill company 
has a play that might have been built 
for it, so perfectly is it adapted to 
the leading members of the troupe. 
There is less of comedy in it than in 
the majority of plays given by this 
popular company, but where a play 
abounds in human interest, in pathos, 
in short, in true life, the farcical ele- 
ment is not essential. “A Royal Box” 
tells the story of the infatuation of 
James Clarence, an actor, for Countess 
Helen Felsen, wife of the Swedjsh Am- 
bassador at the court of St James. 
The Countess, however, has the some- 
what doubtful honor to be admired by 
George, Prince of Wales and Regent of 
the Empire. The fierce jealousy of 
Clarence, the indifferent bonhomie of 
the Prince, the perfidy of Helen and 
the love of Celia for the famous actor 
are the main themes of a play rich in 
dramatic situations and artistic possi- 
bilities.* The Clarence of James Neill 
is a powerful conception. It is a part 
that suits his earnest personality and 
versatile gifts. It runs the gamut of 
emotions, and Mr. Neill gives us never 
one harsh or jarring note. His art 
has a noble second in Edyth Chapman, 
whose presentation of Celia Pryse 
must be considered one of her banner 
performances. Miss Chapman enacts 
the part with a refinement and sweet 
womanliness that are enchanting. She 


den. It is not an easy part to make 
convincing to an audience. It has sev- 
eral difficult scenes—difficult because 
of their simplieity.

Count Felsen is 
well taken by Robert Morris. The 
Tips of J. Burton is a capital piece 
of character acting. A piece of com- 
edy is supplied by J. P. Wade and Ar- 
thur Croswell as two actors. Davis, 
Lord Basset and Widgetts are small 
parts that lose nothing in the hands of 
Messrs. Bowles, Séaton and Bloom- 
quest. An improvement would be the 
omission of a supposed English accent 
on the part of Mr. Bloomquest. Lilian 
Andrews acts well as Winch. Miss 
Forbes may be congratulated on her 
Juliet. Miss Brownell looked charm- 
ing as Lady Robert, but failed to in- 
vest the part with character. E. G 
iner-Jones plays well in the small rt 
of the stage manager at Drury Lane. 
Although a minor part, it is a some- 
what trying one, as the manager is 
obliged to step before the footlights 
and address the audience. Mr. Gardi- 
ner-Jones seems very well at home in 
the part, as indeed he should be, for 
he assists Mr. Morris in playing it for 
the Neill company all the year round. 

The stage setting is excellent. The 
room at the Cat and Fiddle Inn is an 
exact representation of the Cheshire 
Cheese Inn in Fleet street, London, as 
it was when jolly Ben Jonson gathered 
his convivial spirits round the punch 
bowl.

Against It. 
Say City Coureil is 
Founding Them. 


Rounding Up also Against 
Blach mailing Scheme of 
Union Labor News. 


The local board of directors of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation will today mail to each of its 
members a letter containing the follow- 
ing notice: 

“The City Council is preparing a li- 
cense ordinance whereby an excessive 
and unjust additional tax will be 
placed upon the merchants, manu- 
facturers and banks. It is the inten- 
tion of this association to oppose such 
legislation, and to that end a meeting 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association will be held on Thursday 
evening, July 25, at 8 o'clock.” 

A prominent merchant was asked 
yesterday for his opinion of the mat- 
ter. and he gave it unequivocally. He 
said 


“If the city is $80,000 short on its 
‘expenses, let the City Council fix it so 
that all citizens will have to pay their 
share and not discriminate against the 
merchants, By increasing the assess- | 
ment roll about five per cent., the mer- 
chant, the manufacturer, the Council- 
man and every other man will have 
to pay his share. This same propo- 
sition to impose a license on merch- 
ants is unconstitutional and has been 
killed at Portland, Ore., and almost 
everywhere on the Coast. It was killed 
at San Francisco two years ago, and 
only those dealers who enjoy police pro- 
tection are required to pay a license. 
What does a Councilman pay? That's 
a business. Or a Courthouse Official ! 


who makes 35000 or $6000 a year? If 
business is to be taxed, these fellows 
should help pay. But the — is 
wrong; the proper way would to 
raise the assessment, and add a little 
more to the valuation of this property, 

r instance, for which I pay a heavy 
rent to a non-resident owner.”

Says “St’boy!” to the City Council 


and Sets in Motion a Prosecution for 


Alleged Violation of 
Law.

The City Council was formally re- 
quested yesterday to authorize the City 
Attorney to bring suit against the Los 
Angeles and Pasadena electric road for 
its alleged violation of the State law 
on franchises. 

E. E. Bacon, a lawyer living on the 
East Side, is the prime mover in this 
effort to make the street railways be 
good. He went at them hammer and 
tongs yesterday, boidly stating that 
they were robbers who legally gouged 
nickeis out of passengers. He was a 
big-type top-liner on the bill in the 
Council, and by way of relaxation took 
several falls out of Councilman Allen, 
who essayed to bunt Mr. Bacon. The 
East Sider, however, not only made 
Mr. Allen back off into shallow water, 
but gained his point in having the 
Council pick up this hot stove from 
the pigeonhole of forgetfulness, where 
it had been thrown on various occa- 
sions. 


Mr. Bacon looks like an easy old man 
that you might sell a gold brick to, 
but he does not fit the description. He 
has a smiling manner and a gentle 
volce that turneth away argument, but 
nis meaning was just as strong as if he 
had been a megaphone. He slipped up 
Cron the rear of the Council chamber 
just before the morning adjournment, 
— mildly begged for ten minutes’ 
time, 

When he opened up on the transfer 
question the Councilmen quieted down, 
for this is one of the most tender sub- 
jects they have had any business with. 
He remarked that the people on the 
Hast Side could not go to any park in 
the city unless they paid double fare, 
and really could not reach a lumber 
vard or a grocery store without hav- 
‘mg the same experience. He thought 
this was a sort of robbery, and that 
the Council should stop it. He did not 
Helleve an individual could get any 
standing in court in an injunction suit 
to compel the Pasadena electric line 
to issue transfers to the Los Angeles 
Rallway Company lines, and for that 
reason the Council should bring the 
“ult. Here Mr. Allen tried to smooth 
„ver the trouble*by suggesting that Mr. 
“acon bring the matter formally be- 
fore the Council by a petition or com- 
munication. Mr. Bacon replied that 
this had been done before, but the 
“ounci] had taken no action, merely 


+ ‘requesting’ some one to “request” 


the railway companies to issue the 
transfers. Then Councilman Allen 
‘vanted to know if it was not a fact 
that Mr. Bacon merely wanted trans- 
“ers to be issued, and he replied that 
't was not a proposition of trensfers, 
‘ut of making the companies obey the 
‘aw. Asa matter of fact, the Pasadena 
“lectric road and the Los Angeles Rail- 
‘vay officials both refused to issue 
‘transfers, alleging they were not under 
he same management. As a finisher 
‘Ne suggested that Councilman Pierce 
of the First Ward was the proper per- 
von to make a motion that the city 
ring suit against the companies for 
lolating the law. 

Counctiman Pierce would not stand 
"wp, declaring that his mind was not 
nade up on the question. Councilman 
\llen finally suggested that Mr. Bacon 
fle a petition to the Council asking 
that suit be brought against the two 
companies. This he did late in the 
afternoon after the Council had ad- 
journed. 

The last Legislature passed a law to 
he effect that no two street railways 
operated under different management 
should run their cars on the same 
‘rack for a greater distance than five 


‘Jocks. This is where the point at issue 


is. The Pasadena electric cars under 
this law would be compelled to stop at 

Temple Block and not run down 
Spring street unless they issued trans- 
fers to the cars of the Los Angeles 
Railway company. The Hollywood- 
Santa Monica electric line would be 
forced also to stop at the Temple Block, 


for the distance to Fourth street is five 
_ blocks. 


The Traction Company and the Six- 
teenth-street Santa Monica electric line 
are equally affected by the law, for 
they use the same track on Hill and 
Sixteenth streets. The Santa Monica 
ears run on the Traction track from 
Bush to Georgia street on Sixteenth 
street, over five blocks, and the Trac- 
tion cars run on Hill from Eighth to 
Sixteenth streets, using the Santa 
Monica track for over five blocks.

IRRIGATION QUESTION. 
OFFER OF RAILWAY COMPANY. 

As a result of the loud and long 
complaints about the scarcity of water 
for irrigation the Los Angeles Rau- 
way Company made an effort yester- 
day to inject a new idea into the 
question by proposing in effect that 
the city pay a part of the cost of 
supplying the railway company with 
the water it needs in its business. 

Together wtih other large users of 
city water it had a verbal agreement 
with a Councilman concerning a water- 
developing proposition, and this was 
brought before the Council in a com- 
munication. It was in effect that the 
city should pay for the development 
work in the river and give $100 per 
month toward the expense of operat- 
ing a pumping plant near the Buena 
Vista-street bridge, such amount to 
be paid four months. The allicd com- 
panies would bear all other expenses 
of running the plant. and were to 
receive water at the same rate as here- 
tofore paid. 

The Zanja Committee recommended 
the adoption of the proposttion. with 
the exception of the clause referring 
to the city’s bearing the cost of the 
development work, and it is probable 
the allied companies will agree to the 
city’s exception. 

Water Overseer Pessell states that 
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putting in a 25-horse-power electric 
motor, and will furnish the electricity 
run it. The cost will probabiy 
amount to $175 per month for continu- 
ous pumping from a 6-inch well to 
be sunk in the river bed, the water 
to be pumped into Zanja Madre. 


BOATING PRIVILEGE. 
MILLER LOSES HIS RIGHT. 
The Council yesterday took away 
from H. H. Miller the boating privi- 
lege on Echo Park Lake and gave it 
to Joshua Swanburg for $84 per year. 
Miller has had it for some time. It 
is said it was given him on the un- 
derstanding that he would do away 
with the toughs and hoodlums that in- 
fested the park, and he has done this 
to a great extent. 
Bids were opened yesterday for the 
boating privileges for“ one year, and 
they were as follows:

Some of the Councilmen wanted the 
bids referred to the Park Commission, 
but Councilman Todd thought this 
would be an insult to that commission, 
and as no one wanted the commis- 
sioners insulted the bid of Swanburg 
was accepted.

NOW CALLED A NUISANCE, 

Some days ago the German-Amert- 
can Bank, at the northeast corner of 
First and Main streets, changed the 
front of the building, and in so doing 
built a stairway that ext nded a short 
dstance out on the sidewalk. A howl 
was raised over the obstruction, and 
it resulted yesterday in the Council 
instructing the City Attorney to bring 


abate the “nuisance.” 


NOISY FIRST STREET. 
JUSTICE MORGAN OBJECTS TO IT. 

In order to gtve himself the privilege 
of hearing the confessions as well as 
the denials of the booze fighters and 
criminals of all degrees, Justice Mor- 
gan has asked the Council to repave 
First street, or that pant of it in front 
of the Police Court. The Judge rightly 
says that by law the city is compelled 
to furnish suitable rooms for the Po- 
lice Court, and this it does not do. 
The rooms are good enough, but are not 
suitable on account of the fearful re- 
verberation made by wagons rumbling 
up and down First street over the 
basalt rock street. The noise is fear- 
ful, and the sessions of court must fre- 
quently be discontinued so witnesses 
can be heard. 

The Councilmen passed up the com- 
munication because, they say, that part 
of First street cannot be paved with 
asphaltum as it would be too slippery 
in rainy weather. ) 


PENSIONS FOR FIREMEN. 
CITY MAY FIGHT LAW. 

The question of a pension fund for 
the fire department is now before the 
City Attorney and his opinion will de- 
cide whether the Council will go into 
court to fight the law. As read by 
President Powers yesterday the law 
takes in about all the widows, children, 
sisterr, cousins and aunts of any fire- 
man kllled or disabled and Mr. Powers 
strongly Objected to the Fre insurance 
features of the law. He sald that men 
in all stages of health were taken in 
and that they should be examined as 
to their condition and habits. The fire 
commission had already taken action 
toward carrying out the law and the 
Council was expected to provide money 
by taxation for the fund. Mr. Powers 
wanted to see the law tested in the 
courts and the up shot of the discus- 
sion was that the matter was referred 
to. the City Attorney.

BIG DAMAGES WANTED AGAINST

Day of Continual Ouestioning is not 
Enough to Select a Jury, So Many 
Well-known Men are Joined in the 
Action. 


Maj. W. C. Furrey's $50,000 damage 
suit against the Executive Committee 
of the Committee of Ore Hund. ed and 
Fifty, otherwise known as the Com- 
mittee of Safety, wen* to trial y>2s- 
terday before Judge Oster of San : 
nardino, sitting here in Department 
Two of the Superior Court. The at 
torneys for the plaintiff are Bernard 
Potter, Esq., Henry C. Carter, Esq., 
and Mesers. Works & Lee, while the 
interests of the far-famed committee 
are in the hands of Will A. Harris, 
Esq., Messrs. Goodrich & McCutcheon 
and Messrs. Flint & Barker. 

The personnel of the committee, as 
made defendant in the damage suit, 
comprises Abe Haas, Kaspare Cohn, J. 
S. Slauson, J. J. Fay, Jr., J. O. Koepfii, 
J. R. Newberry, Charles Silent, Dr. J. 
H. Davisson, D. M. McGarry, F. O. 
Wyman, R. W. Burnham, L. W. Blinn, 
Frank P. Flint, Frank A. Gibson and 
John F. Francis. 

The Committee of Safety was organ- 
ized in February, 1900, to investigate 
city offices and matters of municipal 
interest. Its report was rendered by 
the Executive Committee the following 
November.

STORK DENIED NEW TRIAL. 


of forgery in July, 1899, and sentenced 
to seven years in the penitentiary at 
San Quentin, must pay the penalty of 
his crime.

At times 
he has served as “trusty” book-keeper 
of the jail. 


IMPORTANT TO BUILDERS. 


An important opinion was handed 
down by the Supreme Court yesterday 
in the case of William H. Gibbs vs. 
Mary A. Tally and Thomas L Tally, 
her husband, wherein the lower court's 
judgment in favor of plaintiff is re- 
versed. The action is one for dam- 
ages against Mrs. Tally, by the as- 
signee of certain persons who had per- 
formed labor or furnished materials, in 
the construction of a building, for fail- 
ing to cause a bond to be filed with the 
building contract, as required by sec- 
tion 1203 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, a failure to comply with which 
renders the owner and contractor 
jointly and severally liable in damages 
to any and all material men, laborers 
and sub-contractors entitled to liens 
upon the property affected by said con- 
tract.“ 

In this case a bond was filed, and 
apparently in good faith designed to 
comply with the statute, but it was 
found defective because it was not by 


its terms made to inure to the benefit 


of any and all persons who perform 
labor or furnish materials to the con- 
tractor or any person acting for him 
by his authority,” “in an amount equal. 
to at least 25 per cent. of the contract 
price.“ 

“In this case,” says Justice Temple, 
who writes the opinion, “there was a 
valid contract, which was performed 
on both sides. Mrs. Tally has paid out 
to the ‘lienors the entire contract price. 
They have received all to which they 
are entitied. Having got from Mrs. 
Tally the entire contract price, they 
are endeavoring in this suit to compel 
her to pay 25 per cent. more because 
of a mistake made by her or her attor- 
neys in writing the bond. It cannot be 
done, and the Legislature has not the 
power to require it of her.”

Referring to taxes, it is said South 
Pasadena would sustain an increase 
by annexation. South Pasadena's rate 
last year was 70 cents on every $100 of

Station, consisting of odds and ends 
taken from prisoners, found on the 
streets, seized in raids, and secured by 
various means, has been advertised for 
tomorrow at 10 a.m. Several days ago 
the Chief of Police had an inventory 
of this property made, and upon ex- 
amining it he found in the list men- 
tion of one large trunk. He ordered 
this trunk opened and found it filled 
with clothing, papers and what not. It 
had been the property of Heinrich 
Bohm, and among other things was 
found a bank book of the 

Savings and Loan Society of San Fran- 
cisco. The Chief sent an inquiry to the 
detective department at San Francisco 
and yesterday he learned that there is 
on deposit with the German Savings 
and Loan, Society $1719.92, subject to 
the check of Heinrich Bohm. The ac- 
cumulated interest makes the amount 
to Bohm’s credit more than $2000. 

By examining the police records the 
Chief found that Bohm committed 
syicide here. The records show that 
Bohm, who was known also as Bow- 
man, occupied a room at No. 208% 
East Fifth street. He was a tailor and 
‘had n ill for a long time. On the 
night March 10, 1898, he took a small 
dose of arsenic with suicidal Intent. 
but not a sufficient quantity to kill 
him. He remained in his room very ill 
for two days. and was on March 12 re- 
moved to the Receiving Hospital, 
where he told the Police Surgeon the 
facts. Had he been in good health 
when he took the poison he would have
